Although the
Alabmona question has been constantly and
thoronghly discussed Ly the newspapers of
the United States, every oitizen knows that it
is seldom referred to in privale conversation,
and in reality that it oconpies but a small
share of the public attention; not that the
people are indifferent, but that their minds
have long been definitely made up, and so far
from being in a hurry to press our olaims,
we are perfectly willing to allow them
to remain unsettled as long as the English are
satisfied with the situation? Mr. Sumner's
speech appeared to give the British nation the
first glimmering of an idea as to what Ameri.
oan sentiment really was, and having worked
themselvos into a state of intemse excitement
andalarm, it was not nnnatural that they should
imagine thut we were on the rvampage likewise,
For weeks every broath of air from the other
#ide of the Atlantic was heavy with wars and
mmors of wars, but finding that there ap-
peared to be no immediate belligerent re-
sponse from our shores, the British lion eurled
his tail between Lis legs, and began to view
the situation in a more rational form of mind.
